DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of species M in the reply filed on 10/4/04 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction 
requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claims 2-13, 15, 16, and 21-25 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 10/4/04. 

Please note that there are only 25 claims in the application. The Examiner does not know 
why the applicant say that there are 42 claims. Claims 1 8 and 1 9 do not seem to read upon 
species M. 

Claim Objections 

* Claims 18, 19, and 20 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim 17. See MPEP § 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, the claims 18-20 
not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

It is not understood how the structure of claim 17 works. The specification fails to 
disclose how these elements work. Can the applicant point out in the specification as to how this 
structure works? 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 14, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Please note that claim 1 is a Markush-type claim. See MPEP 803.02. Please note that on 
line 1 1 of claim 1, "comprises" should be -consisting-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

* 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1, 14, and 17 are rejected under 35 U : S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EPO 
'395 or EPO '396 (cited in the EDS) in view of Bullard or Mayama et al. 

EPO '395 or EPO '396 discloses a device having a rotary shaft, casing, bearings, arms, 
and boxes but is silent on the rotational stabilizing means having springs and exciting coils 
between the casing and the stationary side. However, Bullard discloses rotational stabilizing 
means having springs and exciting coils are well known in the art. Furthermore, Mayama et al 
teaches rotational stabilizing means having springs and exciting coils are well known in the art. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to 
have used rotational stabilizing means having springs and exciting coil in EPO '395 or EPO 
'396' s system as taught by Bullard or Mayama et al to stabilizing and reduce vibration to the 
system. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Pla et al, Platus, Edberg et al, Osterberg et al, Omi et al, and Tryggvason disclose 
vibration control means.
